‘ LONDON, March 80.—Once again the 
mysterious American known as “‘ Brown 
of Brightlingsea "has obtained. unde- 
sired publicity. From the case heard 
in the King’s Bench to-day it appears 
that his full name is M. Bayard Brown, 
and he gives his address aa Nassau 
Street, New York. 

Bver since the Summer of 1889. Mr. 
Brown has lived:a yachtsman’s Mfe on 
board his yacht Valfraya. Flying the 
Stars and Stripes, with the salt spray 
in his nostrils and the fpee winds of 
Heaven. whistling in. his ears, he felt 
himself unconfined by the restrictions 
of citizenship. Free to wander at will 
the wide seas over, he regarded the 
whole world as his parish, notwith- 
standing’ the circumstance that during 
the whole of two and twenty years his 
yacht has never left its anchorage in 
the river at Brightlingsea, 

Moored fore and aft within a couple 
of hundred yards of the Hssex shore, 
Mr. Brown surveyed England: from 4 
détached point of view, and paid no 
taxes. His yacht has a crew of eight- 
een. Her pressure gauge shows steam 
always.up. At a turn of the hand her 
éngines have always been ready to be 
get going. But she has never left her 
anchorage. Therefore the Income, Tax 
Assessors, contending that a habitation 
200 yards from Brightlingsea {s in Eng- 
land, assessed Mr. Brown for the in- 
«come tax. 

On Mr. Brown’s behalf W. 0. A. J. 
Danckwerts, K. C., representeai to Jus- 
tice Hamilton to-day that the income 
tax was for landlubbers and that a sea- 
going yacht, even though it did not go 
to séa, Was not a residence. The Judge, 
however, upheld the Solicitor General’s 

contention that Mr. Brown was « resi- 
t of this country; and as such liable 
to he Assessed on the large income 


which ha reptived trom abroad trough again. 
} his bankers. 


If the decision has the effect ‘of caus 
itig Mr. Browh to weigh anchor and sail 
awéay, it will gervé to add to the unpop- 
iilarity With which the income tax fs 
already regarded at Brightlingsea, for 
Mr. Browh fh the course of twenty 
years has become not only one of the 
chief attractions and subjects of inter- 
eat but one of the most valuable assets 
‘of that Httle community. People come 
from afar off to look at the mysterious 
yacht; and boatmen have made a prof- 
itable business of rowing visitors out 
into midstream for a closer view of the 
floating fixture. Mr. Brown's supplies, 
too, are ohtained from local tradesmen, 
while -manning, the yacht ‘has been 
one of the chief sources of local .employ- 
ment, and his generosities have been 
frequent. 

He does not go ashore himself nor 
welcome visitors. to the yacht, but if 
Justice Hamilton's decision causes Mr. 
Brown to charge his style of stationary

Patssngire on an Outgoing Local 
in the Bronx Shrieked in’ Vain 
to Stop Double Shooting. 
MOTORMAN STOPPED TRAIN 
Couldn’t Do Anything but Whistle for 
Police—Wontan Perhaps Mortally In- 
Jured—Man a Suicide in the Street.

The Mount Vernon loca! train, in charge 


of Motorman Jacob Taub, which Jeft the 


Mott Haven station shortly after 6 o'clock 
last hight wascrowded with passengers. 
Tt was. still daylight, and men and wo- 
men looking from the windows saw. in 
Park Ayenue, om the west side of which 
is the train embankment, soime- fifteen 
feet-above the street, a man’ and a! wo- 
man apparently quarreling. 

Suddenly the man pulled a revolver from 

is “pocket and women in the train 
scredmed in sudden terror as they 
watehed him aim it at the woman. They 
seemed unable to turn .their_eyes from 
the windows, and in full view of the 
whole trainioad the man fired four times. 

Motorman Taub, who, lke the others, 
had seen the man draw the revolver, ap- 
plied his air brakes and, shouting to the 
man-not to fire, was climbing from his 
cab to drop the fifteen feet into-the street, 
when the nm pulled the trigger. Those 
in the trafn saw the Woman clutch at her 
breast and crumple into a heap on .thée 
sidewalks They saw the man glance at 
her, as’ though*to make sure of his work, 
and then turn the weapon against *him- 
self, placing the muzzle of the revolver 
in his ‘mouth before he pulled the trigger. 
He fell beside the woman. : 

When Taub realized that he couta not 
avert the tragedy he sprang batk into 
his cab and pulled the whistle rope, send- 


ing blast after blast echoing through the 
streets to summon a policeman. The 
sepgers saw a policeman .running’. fron 
several biccks away and they saw a man 
and a woman run out of a house nearby 
and hurry toward, the bodies in the street.

GOMEZ EXPECTS PEACE DELAY. 


Rebel Agent ‘Says New Mexican Party 
Is a Trick. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—-Peace nego- 
tiations, calculated to end the Mexican rev- 
lution, will not take place for , several 
days yet in the opinion of Dr. Vazquez 
Gomez,. head of the confidential agency 
of the. revolutionists here..) 

Dr. Gomez explained to-night various 
circumstances upon which a final dete?- 
mination to treat for peace is dependant. 
He declared that the tentative proposals 
for peace, which had been suggested at 
the conference between himself and Sefior 
Limantour in New. York, recently, have 
probably only just now reached the hands 
of Francisco I. Madéro, the rebel chief, 
He said that:it would take several days 
to obtain an answer, then it was neces- 
sary, he added, to communicate. the 
wishes of: Francisco I. Madetfo to the 
Mexican Government, ajl of which would 
occupy at least ten days. 

When peace negotiations are ‘finally 
under way ‘it is not unlikely that Dr. 
Gomez will be summoned to attend. As 
candidate for’ Vice. President tn the last 
election in which Francisco I. Madero ran 
for President, Dr. Gomez is regarded as 
next to Madefto in the counsels of the 


revolutionist party. Dr. Gomez to-night 
Yreiterated his desire that the ni lations 
be conducted in Rok woere gee e said he 
had written Francisco Madero to that 
effect. He pointed out that if peace were 
arfanged in Washington the conditions 
ahd terms would be widely published, 
and the world would bear witness to the 
promises of the Mexi Government.

ACTS ON SWISS REQUEST 


Commerce Chambers Congress Favored 
Scheme of Dropping New Year’s 
Day Out of Dated Sequence:

LONDON, March . 30.—The _ British 
Government is taking immediate steps 
to ascertain the views of the commer- 


cial ¢ommunity of the kingdom. on the| 


question of revising the calendar so 
that a given date shall always fall on 
thé same day of the week. Inquiries 
will be set afoot by the Roard of Trade, 
which is supported jn the matter by the 
Foreign Office and the Home Office. 

The action is taken in consequence of 
an invitation from the Swiss Govern- 
ment.to take part in an International 
Conference. That inyitation is, In.turn, 
the result of a proposal approved by an 
International Congress of Chambers of 
Commerce sitting in London. 

The proposals of the calendar reform- 
ers are that the first day of the year 
shall bea bank holiday, called “ New 
Year’s Day,” which shall not count as 
a day of the week, of. the month, or of 
the quarter.. This leaves for the rest 
of the year 364 days. ‘This number 
divides exactly into four equal quarters 
ef ninety-one days each, and into fifty- 
two weeks of seven days each, Tach 
quarter would ‘thus contain exactly 
thirtéen weeks. According 'to the-pro- 
posed scheme it> would be divided into 
two months of thirty days each and one 
month of thirty-one days. 

Starting then with the. year 1912, 
Paster Sunday and all the” so-called 
movable fasts, feasts, and dates de- 
pendent*upon it would be fixed so as 
to fall in every yéar on the same*day 
of the same month, as well’as on the 
same day of the week. April 14 would 
then and always be Easter Suriday, and 
Christmas Day; Dec. 25, would always 
fall.on Monday.

Chancellor Declares schapais oitl Schemes to 
Limit Armantents Must Be Fruitless. 


posed extension of international arbitra- 
tion in the Reichstag to-day, Chancellor 
yon Bethmann-Holiweg classed universal 
arbitration and universal disarmament as 
ideals impossible of realization.

NEW INCOME TAX VOTES. 

It was published yesterday that the 
New. Jerséy House had tinanimously 
approved the income tax constitutional 
amendment, and that the committee of 
the Massachusetts Senate had resolved 
to report th®- ameidment favorably. 
There will be varying opinions regard- 
ing the wisdom of the legislators tn 
these States eho are putting their con- 
stituents in the wey of paying the 
money of which others will have the 
spending. It is not surprising when 
the States which are the consumers of 
capital, and the spenders of taxes, cast 
their ffluence in favor of taxing the 
States where capital accuniulates, but 
it is:a marvel. when the States in the 
latter class offer themselves up a 
sacrifice to the former. It may be sup- 
posed that the individual income tax 
will fall among the. States in some such 
rough proportion as the corporation 
“ excise’ tax was paid. It ts thereforé 
interesting to recall that one-eighth in 
number of the States paid more than 
half of the total corporation tax collect- 
ed during the last fiscal year, .New 
Jersey was one of the'five States which 
each paid im excess of one million dol- 
lars. New. York and Pennsylvania to- 
gether paid one-third the tax. Here is 
disproportion of taxation to representa- 
tion with a ‘vengeance. If it were a 
matter of principle instead of money 
the enforcement of an obnoxious policy 
by a similar misrepresentative vote 
would be resisted stoutly.

SENATOR CUMMINS AND THE RECI- 
PROCITY PLAN. 

A good deal of light is thrown.6n the 
probable action of the Progressive Sen- 
ators in régard to the reciprocity agree- 
Ment with Canada by thé speech of 
Senator A. B. Cummins of Iowa in Des 
Moines. It has been reported that in 
this. speech Mr. Cummins “ assails the 
Canadian Treaty,” and it has been in- 
timated that he would introduce amend- 
ments in the Senate which would prac- 
tically kill-the bill, . The text of the 
speech does not sustain this view of it. 
The Senator’does not approve the bill 
in its present form, and proposes to of- 
fer amendments to it. But these are 
not In themselves hostile, nor is there 
any reason why they should directly 
interfere with the ratification of the 
agreement. On the contrary, they are 
such as would readily be agreed to by 
Canada, would strengthen the agree- 
ment before the people of Canada, and 
would, we think, be helpful to all 
classes, of the American people whom 
they would affect. ’ 

Briefly, Mr... Cummins \\would »add to 
the free list of imports to the ‘United 
States from Canada, without changing 
the agreement in any other way. He 
says;

I have already 
outlined the scope of these additions to 
our. free list and I shall not now at- 
tempt to make them specifically com- 
plete, but in order that you may haye 
them clearly in your minds as I pro- 
ceed, I mention the following: Meats 
of all kinds, flour of all kinds; oat- 
meal, rolled oats and cereal foods of 
all kinds, Jaths, shingles, sawed boards 
and planks, whether finished or unfin- 
fished, and generally lumber. of all 

. Kinds, fron ore,. coal, manufactured 
fron.or steél, agricultural implements 
of all kinds, automobiles and motor 
vehicles, intluding rubber tires, cot- 
ton and woolen cloth of all kinds, and 
cotton and woolen clothing. 

‘The argument by which the Senator 
supports this proposal is that the 
farmers are, by the agreement as it 
atands, brought into direct competition 
in the artidles they produce with the 
Products of Canada, and that they 
ought also to be able td recetve fronr 
Canada free of duty such articles as 
‘they consume so far as Canada can fur- 
nish them. He does not think that the 
trade in the articles he proposes to add 
to the free list would at once be much 
affected by the change, but he is confi- 
dent that in the long run these articles 
would be affected and that it would be 
t® the bénefit_of the farmers. He has 
long been an advocate of the freest pos- 
sible trade in these articles, and he 
now sees ah opportunity to promote it 
as far as Canada is concerned. He 
points out that they can only be put 
on the free list for Canada now in con- 
nection with a reciprovity” wgreement, 
because if ‘they were freed from duty 
by specific statute all countries havitig 
from us @ right to “the most favored 
nation clause” could claith like treat- 
ment. : e 

There can be no reasonable objection 
to the general principle of these amend- 
ments. All or nearly all the commoedi- 
ties Thentioned meet the test of the Re- 
publican platform; there is no substan- 
tial difference in cost here and tn Can-
